Bath Growers Late in Stripping. 

Bath county farmers have never 
before been so late in getting their to- 
bacco stripped, according to reports 
from buyers who have recently visited 
that section.- The growers declare, 
however, that they are in no hurry, as 
they are determined not to sell at the 
price at which R. R. Toe water of the 
American Tobacco Company, indicated 
sonae time ago would be offered for 
the 1910 crop.

state Insurance Commissioner C. W. 
Bell has admitted two new insurance 
companies to do business in this state 
as follows : The Prudential Casualty 
Company of Indianapolis, with a capi- 
tal stock of $487,04725, and the Com- 
mercial Life Inaurance Company, also 
of Indianapolis. The Commercial Life 
is a mutual company with assets 
amounting to $131,9^.76. 

Banks Must Protect Surplus. 

In the future all banka in Kentucky 
must comply with the statutes requir- 
ing them to cn>ate and preserve, their 
surplus as prescribed by law. Secre- 
tary of State Bruner Friday announc- 
ed this ruling, after receiving from 
Attorney General Breathitt a written 
opinion upholding him in this ruling. 

Bruner holds that each bank must 
comply with the law in setting aside 
one-tenth of its net earnings to create 
a suiplus equal to one-fifth of its capi- 
tal stock, before any dividends are de- 
clared. He also rules that after the 
surplus is created by law, the bank 
must keep the surplus unimpaired b«- 
fore dividends are declared. 

In other words, if a bank by anv 
kind of loss impairs its surplus, then 
the surplus equal to one-fifth of the 
capital stock must be recreated before 
any dividends are declared, and that 
the bank will not be permitted, as was 
the case when the original surplus was 
ureated, by putting up one-tenth of its 
net earnings before declaring divi- 
dends. He says this ruling became 
imperative because a few of the Ken- 
tucky banks are using their surplus to 
pay dividends and replacing the sur- 
plus with cne-tenth of the net earn- 
ings.

Jury Returns Verdict in Accord 
ance With Evidence Given 
by Three Witnesses 



All States Will Be Saved Losses. 

At a conference of the census com* 
mittee, held in Washington Friday it 
Was virtually agreed to , recommend 
that the congressional repiesentation 
shtuld be about 210,000. Nearly all 
states under this apportionment will 
be saved losses and the House increas- 
ed forty-five seats. 



Ghas. Kelley, alias Hus Cantrill.shot 
and killed bis paramour, Lizize Mat- 
thews, in the negro suburb of Rucker- 
ville, Sunday afternoon about 3:30 
o’clock. The difficulty is raid to htve 
been the result of jealousy on tno 
part of Kelley and followed a drunken 
quarrel. 

The shooting took place at the home 
o; Kelley. His victim wa« shot 
through the head, the bullet enteiir.g 
at a point about two inches above the 
light ear and fracturing the skull, 
Heath resulted instantly. 

After shooting the woman Cantrill 
left the house, going to his mother’s 
home in Lylevsille and then to the 
home of Mrs. Welsh. He was placed 
undre arrest by Chief of Police J. C. 
Elign, while he was on his way to the 
plant of the Baldwin Packing Co., 
where he was employed, and landed in 
jail. 

Coroner Rudolph Davis was sum- 
moned to the scene of the tragedy, ar- 
riving a few minutes later and took 
charge of the remains of the woman. 
Dr. Wm. Kenney performed an autop- 
sy to determine the nature of the 
wound. 

Yesterday morning at the court 
house Coroner Davis held the inquest. 
Besides the evidence of Dr. Kenney, 
Mary Montague and Sallie Fitch, who 
were witnesses to the affair testified. 
Coroner Davis cQnducted the inquiry 
before a jury composed of Sweeney 
Isgrigg, I. F. MePheetets, W. H. 
Mappin, H. M. Collins, W. R. Scott 
I and F. P. Lowry. 

I The Montague woman testified tl at 
1 Kelley had come to the house where 
he engaged in a quarrel with Lizzie 
[ Mathers, running her out of the house 
, two or three times and finally fired his 
I pistol five times through door. Going 
into the house he demanded some n oney 
which he declared the woman hao be- 
longing to him and reloaded his pistol. 
Giving him the money the Mathers 
woman stalled to leave tne room when 
he called to her to coma back. She 
passed through the door which she 
closed on ent-ring ths adjoining rtom, 
when Kf lley, it was said by the wit- 
nesses, raised his revolvfcr and fired 
through the parMiion. The woman 
evidently nad her ntad a^ainat tne 
partition, a^ Irom the testimony of Ur. 
Kenney, a portion of the woman’s 
brains were on the wall near the tp t 
where the bullet struck. Sallie Fi'ch 
told practically the same story as thr 
Montague woman. Ui. Kenney pro- 
duced in court the bullet which wp.s 
taken ftom the murdered woman’s 
head at the autopsy. 

In accordance with the evidence 
produced at the inquest the Corur‘’r’h 
jur/ leturned the following verdict: 

. “We, tne jury, find that Lizzie 
Mathers came to her death by a pistol 
shot from the hands of Chari s Kellev, 
ali^s bus Cantrill, * on Sunday after- 
noon about 3 o’clock, December 11, 
1910.

Grief-Stricken Woman Suicides. 

Grief stricken over the loss of her 
husoand, who was slain some few 
months ago by his eldest son. Mrs. 
Lizzie Reeves, wife of the late Luther 
Reeves, and formerly of this county, 
committed suicide Monday morning at 
her home in Cynthiana, by strangling 
herself with a stocking. 

The*death of Mrs. Reeves recalls the 
sad ending of her husband who met 
death in an altercation with his son, 
Thomas Reeves, while they were fi'esi- 
dents of this county, living near Rud- 
dells Mills.

Young 
Reeves was arraigned in the county 
court, however, but acquitted at the 
examining trial. 

A few weeks ago the family moved 
to Cynthiana to reside,. The sad ihei- 
derit bore heavily upon the mind of the 
mother of the boy who had taken the 
life of his father, and it is believed 
her mental faculties became deranged, 
resulting in the suicide. Three sons 
and a daughter survive.

Wifi thj afternoon session of the 
Bourbon Circuit Court extending until 
tiirty minutes past six o’clock last 
evening, the jury in the case of the 
Commonwealth vs. John Davidson, 
etc., charged lAth the murder of John 
Abner in Breathitt county last sum- 
mer, transferred to the Bourbon Cir- 
cuit Court on a change of venue, and 
which was assigned from last Wedne<>- 
day to Monday, was completed and ac- 
cepted by both the defense and ^prose- 
cution. 

Special Judge W. C. Halbert, ap- 
pointed by Governor Willson to sit in 
the Bourbon Circuit Court during the 
illness of Judge Robert L. Stout, ar- 
rived yesterday morning at 11 o’clock 
and convened court at 11:30. After 
1 stei ing to motims from the members 
of the Par, the Breathitt case was call- 
ed. 

The call of the Commonwealth wit- 
nesses revealed the presence of fifty- 
six out. of the total number uf 61 sub- 
poenaed. After consultation with Ed 
Callihan and Adam Stacey, special eli-

Custard was in the city Friday fa-

The program was finished in good sea- 
son. and the balance of the afternoon 
was devoted to the shooting of a spe- 
cial event at 10 birds, and se feral 
miss and out events and a couple of 
events at five pairs of doubles. The 
first miss and out was won by T. H. 
Clay of Paris, on a score of 10 out of 
11. In the next miss end out the 
shooters started at 30 yards .and went 
back one yard out of each shot from 
thirty-eight yards, and having the iuse 
of only one barrel for the last five 
birds.

Sales of tobacco on the Lezingtoa 
market were not as heavy daring the 
past week as they were daring the 
week preceding, last week’s sales 
amounting to approximately 1.355,665 
pounds with prices ranging from 2 to 
20i cents, as compared to 1,968.800 
pounds the previous week, with 'prices 
ranging from 3 to 18 cents. The 
grades of toliacco offered were better 
than last week and the market waa 
correspondingly stronger Sand slightly 
higher average. The price of 20^ 
cents which was paid for a hogshead 
of Burley Society 1909 pool tobacco is 
the recu^ price of the season on the 
Lexington market. Daring the weak 
just closed 676,105 poupds of pool ‘ to- 
bacco was sold at pcicaa ranging from 
6 to 20) cents, while 679,560 pounda:of 
new crop- tobacco was aold at prieaa 
ranging from fi to 18) eaots.
